assigning a second screen de^gnation code to a second group of display data; 
displaying the first group of display data on the front screen based on flie first screen 
designation code; and 

displaying the second group of display data on the rear screCT based on the second screen 
designation code; 

wherein the second group of display data is viewable through the front screen, 

19. (New) The method of claim 18, wherein the first and second groups of data are 
generated by a spreadsheet software projgram, 

20. (New) The method of claim 19, wherein the first and second groups of data comprise 
different data elements assigned to a single cell of a spreadsheet. 

21. Q4cw) The method of claim 18, wherein the first group of data comprises a number and 
the second group of data con^ses a formula or relationship equation which generates the 
number. 

22. (New) The method of claim 18, wherein at least a portion of the data displayed on the 
back screra is viewable through the front screen. 
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
